I  beg  leave  to  present  herewith  my  semiannual  report  of  this  institution,  em- 
bracing the  standing  of  the  cadets  at  the  recent  examination,  and  the  usual  tabular 
statements. 

It  will  be  observed  that  several  of  the  cadets  have  exceeded  the  limit  of  demerit,  and 
are  therefore  liable  to  discharge  under  the  provisions  of  the  regulations.  As  most  of  them 
desire  to  refer  to  the  board  of  visitors  excuses  for  some  of  their  demerit,  I  have  deferred 
action  in  their  cases  until  I  have  received  the  instructions  of  the  board. 

I  would  only  say,  that  unless  the  excuses  presented  shall  be  based  upon  grounds  which 
shall  be  deemed  just  and  sufficient  by  the  board,  the  best  interests  of  the  institution  im- 
peratively demand  a  rigid  compliance  with  the  regulation  as  it  exists.  It  is  for  the  board 
to  determine  the  sufficiency  of  the  excuse — while  it  is  proper  for  me  to  state  that  the  uui- 
form  experience  of  the  institution  shows  that  but  little  promise  of  amendment  exists  for 
those  who,  with  all  the  responsibilities  of  the  regulation  kept  constantly  before  them, 
bring  themselves,  by  their  neglect  or  disorder,  under  its  penalties. 

The  superior  court  at  its  last  fall  session  rendered  an  opinion  in  the  water  question 
pending  between  this  institution  and  the  authorities  of  the  town  of  Lexington,  a  copy  of 
which  accompanies  this  report.  Under  this  opinion,  a  dissolution  of  the  existing  contract 
must  be  looked  for  at  an  early  day.  Whatever  may  be  the  rights  of  the  institution  in  the 
matter,  it  is  very  certain  that  the  supply  of  water  at  the  springs,  jointly  owned  by  the  in- 
stitutions here  and  the  town  of  Lexington,  has  materially  diminished  from  the  long  con- 
tinued drought,  while  it  is  probable  that  a  large  body  of  the  water  which  supplies  these 
springs  may  have  found  an  outlet  elsewhere.  I  am  satisfied  that  the  present  supply  of 
water  is  insufficient  for  the  wants  of  the  population,  and  it  is  a  matter  of  absolute  necessity 
that  immediate  provision  he  made  for  it.  Dependent  as  we  are  for  heat  and  light  as  well  as 
for  the  ordinary  necessities,  upon  an  abundant  supply  of  water,  no  delay  can  exist  beyond 
next  summer  without  producing  great  inconvenience  if  not  suffering  to  the  institution — 
and  I  would  urgently  recommend  prompt  action,  so  as  to  have  the  supply  provided  before 
Dext  winter. 

Three  expedients  present  themselves: 

1.  To  bring  to  the  institute,  in  independent  pipes,  that  portion  of  the  water  now  owned 
by  the  institute  at  the  Brushy  Hills  springs.     This  will  cost  $  6,000. 

2.  To  procure  a  supply  from  other  springs,  to  make  up  any  deficiency  which  may  exist 
n  those  at  the  Brushy  Hills. 

3.  To  force  the  water  from  the  North  river  to  a  reservoir  to  be  built  on  the  hills  in  rear 
)f  the  institute. 

The  attention  of  the  board  is  most  earnestly  directed  to  this  subject.
